The feature of this past week 
was the performance in Moyse Hall 
of the, Stravinsky and Bartok two 
pânp|:^onatas. This concert, pre- 
pared under the direction of 1st 
van Anh'klt with the kind support 
of Dean Douglas Clarke of the 
Faculty of Music, is, it is hoped, 
the first of many similar ventures, 
presenting works of merit that arç 
unfamiliar to Montreal audiences. 

Of/fcMioitvvo works mentioned 
abov^^iîe Bartok Sonata for two 
pianos and percussion made the 
more favourable impression on the 
listener., 

- The Stravinsky Sonata- Is very 
tuneful, and surprisingly is easy to 
listen to. In fact we found It facile, 
and-- It we may be ' pardoned the 
sn^bbery^ too 'obvious. Undoubtedly 
tficrc wili be those who will reply 
that this I^ Stravinsky's neo-claulé 
best 

- As for' the Bartok, we found our 
selves strangely moved by - music 
we do not pretend to understand 
or appreciate. It Is muilc that ap- 
peals to the emotions rather than 
the. senses. The first movement hs^ 
an atmospheric opening which is 
effectively interrupted; by a cym 
baltctaahrtao. unexpected that sonis

The music builds to severa 
climaxes ''and includes among other 
devices a fugue.

How 
ever, the latter has not worked out 
satisfactorily since more students 
go to McGill and the -University of 
Toronto. - , 

Rather to .the' western,;. central, 
and maritime schools where the 
equipment. Is net as. adequate. .The 
same . thing, occti'rs Internationally. 
Clearing Ueuie Needed 
In foreign student exchange, a 
Canadian student goes to another 
country while a student ftçm that 
country, comei to Canada.'- This Is 
done, privately but, to work out 
the .scheme on a large scale, 'a 
clearing house should be establish- 
ed," continued Dr. Lortie. > 
He went on to say that this Is 
feasible for graduate fellowships 
since, courses do not have to he 
arrange'd. But for undergraduates, 
they must go to .schools where 
coiirses will correspond. It Is hoped 
tiiat. a cenUal clearing house will 
assist -.these students.
